counties with excellent results,

erod rolls, takes b ut ab out & fourth 
of the pow er the old typo 
cy lin­ 
der m achines required, and can pick 
: up the b eans from the windrow, 
VV tii large limns and th<* so-call- 
d potato b eans of the coast dis* 
trict, no difficulty was experienced, 
more than 9 8 p**r cent of the b eand 
b eing recovered.

ELIMINATE FIRE HAZARDS 


The National Board of Fire Underwriters 
has just released a bulletin entitled, “ what 
to look for in dwelling house inspections.” 
While the bulletin is designed especially 
for firemen, the advice it gives can be fol­ 
lowed to advantage easily by home owners. 
Items to be checked from outside the 
house include: 1. Condition of roof. Old or 
vvarpeu roofing collects sparks. 2. Condition 
of chimney s. Loose bricks, open 
joints, 
cracks, improper supports, eic., present ob­ 
vious dangers. 3. Condition of the y ard. Dry 
grass, leaves, papers and other combustible 
accumulations constitute a serious fire haz­ 
ard to adjacent places. 4. Condition of gar­ 
ages and sheds. Cleanliness and good main­ 
tenance are essential precautions, 5. The 
storage of hazardous materials such as oil 
and kerosene. 
Inside the house a thorough fire inspec­ 
tion mast include the checking of accumu­ 
lated waste and discarded materials: stor­ 
age of fuel; the condition of furnaces, stoves 
and other heating appliances; possible de­ 
fects in inside chimney s and fire stops. 
The citizen who is uncertain as to hazards 
and their elimination can get the necessary 
information from any fire insurance com­ 
pany and from the local fire marshal. Per­ 
iodic inspection by owners unquestionably 
would prevent the great majority of the 
dwelling fires which destroy millions of dol­ 
lars in property values and take hundieds 
of lives annually throughout the nation.
